AN ACT Relating to establishing a systemto support a conprehensive
mat hematics and science inprovenent initiative; amending RCW
28A. 310. 350; adding new sections to chapter 28A. 415 RCW and repealing
RCW 28A. 300. 350.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. Sections 1 through 4 of this act represent
core conponents of a conprehensive initiative to inprove mathematics
and science education and achievenent. The initiative focuses on:

(1) A regional delivery systemto provide professional devel opnent
and support to schools and school districts through the educationa
service districts;

(2) A tiered support system that provides resources, services,
assistance, and intervention for schools and districts, depending on
their | evels of need,

(3) Leveraging existing public and private resources and district-
initiated activities; and

(4) Accountability through outcone-oriented performance agreenents,
contracts, reporting, and data collection.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. (1) The mathermatics and science inprovenent
initiative shall provide the capacity and resources for educationa
service districts, school districts, and schools to conduct a broad
range of activities, depending on the |evel of need and priority of the
school or district. The focus of the initiative is on building and
enhancing the quality of mathematics and science instruction.

(2) Activities supported by the initiative include, but are not
limted to:

(a) Targeted professional developnent in content know edge,
content-specific pedagogy, differentiated instruction, effective
teaching strategies, learning nodules, and mathematics and science
standards and curricul um

(b) Use and analysis of diagnostic assessnents and other data on
student achi evenent to inprove instruction,;

(c) Curriculum alignnment and devel opnent or purchase of
suppl enental materi al s;

(d) Integration of technol ogy; and

(e) Mentors and instructional coaches.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. Resources for the mathematics and science
i nprovenent initiative shall be provided through educational service
districts to schools and school districts based on a tiered support
system The legislature's intent is that resources from the
mat hematics and science inprovenent initiative are provided over a
four-year period.

(1) Tier one: Initiative grants. School districts nmay apply on a
conpetitive basis to their educational service district for grants to
support activities to inprove mathematics and science instruction. A
district may contract wth the educational service district for
services, use the grant for district-initiated activities, or both
Tier one districts nust denonstrate how district resources and
resources from public-private partnerships shall be used to |everage
the grant funds. Tier one grant recipients nust identify measurable
outcones fromthe activities supported by the grant and report results

in a prescribed format, including student achievenent data from
desi gnat ed di agnostic assessnents.
(2) Tier two: Inprovenent agreenents. School districts may work

with educational service districts to plan, develop, and inplenent a
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mat hemati cs and science i nprovenent initiative tailored to the needs of
the district. The educational service district and the school district
shall develop a joint agreenent that identifies the services and
support to be provided by the educational service district, the
activities to be conducted by the district using inprovenent agreenent
funds, and the expected neasurable outconmes from the activities.
Reci pients of funds under a tier two inprovenent agreenent nust report
results of the activities supported by the agreenent in a prescribed
format, including student achi evenent data from desi gnated diagnostic
assessnents.

(3) Tier three: I ntensive intervention and support. School
districts and schools with |ow student performance in mathematics or
science as identified by the superintendent of public instruction under
section 5 of this act are eligible for intensive intervention and
support coordinated by the educational service district. School
districts or individual schools may receive tier three support.
Reci pients of funds under tier three support nust:

(a) Participate in an audit of the mathematics or science
instructional delivery system including policies and practices,
curriculum alignnent, teacher pedagogy and content know edge, and
assessnment of overall climate and practice conpared to best practices;

(b) Devel op, with assistance fromthe educational service district,
a school or district intervention plan that focuses on areas of highest
need and provi des intensive professional devel opnent in those areas;

(c) Use the services of an intervention team that includes a
trained and experienced facilitator and mathematics or science
i nstructional coaches to provide job-enbedded professional devel opnent;
and

(d) Identify measurable outconmes fromthe activities supported by
the grant and report results in a prescribed format, including student
achi evenent data from desi gnated di agnosti c assessnents.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1) Educational service districts shal
develop and maintain the capacity to provide admnistrative
prof essional devel opnment, technical assistance, and intervention
services under the mathematics and science inprovenent initiative to
support school districts as required under section 3 of this act,
i ncl udi ng:
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(a) Admi nistering, review ng, and nonitoring grants for tier one
grant recipients and providing contracted services;

(b) Devel oping, adm nistering, and nonitoring tier two inprovenent
agreenents and providing support and services under the terns of the
agreenents; and

(c) Coordinating and providing the intensive intervention and
support for tier three schools and districts, including the
instructional audit, intervention plan, and intervention team

(2) Educational service districts shall also:

(a) Develop public-private partnerships and seek external grants
and funds to leverage the state resources provided to support the
mat hemati cs and science inprovenent initiative;

(b) Collect, conpile, and dissem nate data and information about
the activities and outcones under the initiative, including student
achi evenent data from desi gnated di agnosti c assessnents; and

(c) Develop appropriate reporting and nonitoring procedures to
ensure accountability for the wuse of funds distributed to school
districts through the tiered support systemand for the achi evenent of
desi red outcones.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. In support of the mathematics and science
i nprovenent initiative, the office of the superintendent of public
instruction shall:

(1) In collaboration wth the educational service districts,
develop a nethodology for distributing funds appropriated for
activities under the tiered support system anong the educational
service districts and anong the three tiers of support. The
met hodol ogy shall take into account the anticipated denmand and need for
services by school districts in each tier and the size of those school
districts. The net hodol ogy shall also reflect a higher priority and
greater need for support and resources for schools and districts in
tier three;

(2) Develop guidelines for educational service districts in
adm ni stering grants, developing district inprovenent agreenents, and
inplenenting intensive intervention and support services. The
guidelines shall not require all educational service districts to
follow the sane procedures in all circunstances, but shall ensure

general equity for school districts across the state in how the
districts may access resources under the initiative and the activities
and services that are provided by the educational service districts;

(3) ldentify the schools and school districts eligible for tier
three intensive intervention and support, based on |ow student
performance in mathematics and science. Tier three schools and
districts shall not be participating in other state or federal school
I nprovenent assi stance prograns. To the maxi num extent possible, the
identification of and the intensive intervention services provided to
tier three schools and districts shall align with the accountability
pl an devel oped by the state board of education; and

(4) In collaboration wth the educational service districts,
devel op guidelines and a conmmon reporting format for collecting data
and information about the activities and outcones under the initiative
and desi gnate one or nore commopn di agnostic assessnments for districts
to use in reporting and nonitoring student achi evenent.

Sec. 6. RCW28A 310.350 and 1977 ex.s. ¢ 283 s 10 are each anended
to read as foll ows:

The basic core services and cost upon which educational service
districts are budgeted shall include, but not be |limted to, the
fol | ow ng:

(1) Educational service district admnistration and facilities such
as office space, maintenance and utilities;

(2) Cooperative admnistrative services such as assistance in
carrying out procedures to abolish sex and race bias in school
prograns, fiscal services, grants nmanagenent services, special
educati on services and transportation services;

(3) Personnel services such as certification/registration services;

(4) Learning resource services such as audi o visual aids;

(5) Cooperative curriculum services such as health pronotion and
health education services, i n-service training, wor kshops and
assessnent; ((and))

(6) Capacity to provide services to support the nathenmatics and
science inprovenent initiative under sections 1 through 5 of this act;
and

(7) Special needs of |ocal education agencies.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. RCW 28A. 300. 350 (Excellence in mathenatics
training program) and 1999 c 347 s 2 are each repeal ed.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. Sections 1 through 5 of this act are each
added to chapter 28A. 415 RCWunder the subchapter heading "nmathenatics
and science inprovenent initiative."
